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Ince Athanafius tes us there iso Salvation 
without a Trinity in Unity, why 1s fo Mate- 
rial a Point lefe out in the Apoftle’s Creed, 
whom we fuppofe to be as well inftruéted in 

the Effentials of Religion, as thie Saint ? 

A. The Doétrine of a Trinity is propos’d as the 
Objet of our Faith, in the Apoftle’s as well as the 
Athenafian Creed, tho’ not in the fame Expreffions. 
And this we fhall endeavour to prove, 1 more Ab- 
folutely, and 2 more Comparatively. 

1. In the 8ch Article we fay, I believe in the 
Holy Ghoft. Bur here, nor to infift upon the Parti- 
ole jn, fince Bithop Pearfon (that excellent Expoft- 
vor ot the Creed ) for very good reafon refufes to 
lay any Strefs uponit ; What do we Mean by this 
profeffion of our Faith ? Do we mean no more than 
that, according to the Socinian Glofs, we believe in 
the Energy or Power of God? But if this be all 
that we here poffefs, what is this Diftinct from the 
Firft Article, I believe in God, the Father Almighty ? 
And therefore it is neceffary, that we here believe 
in the Holy Ghoft, not as an Attribute of God, but 
as a Partner in the Godhead. And if we can be per- 
{waded (as indeed we muft ) that thus much is 
intended in the Article,we fhall find it no hard Mat- 
ter to periwade our felves, that fome of thofe Ex- 
preffions in the Creed, which are refer'd to Chrift, 
were defign’d by the Compilers to denote His God- 
head. 

We beg leave to illuftrate the fame by a Compa- 
rative Method. In the Third Article we repeat, 
his only Som. Now, tho’ Chrift muft be own'd tobe 
Son of God a Fourfold way, befide that Declarative 
of his Divinity; yet fince the Scriptures reprefent 
hina as the Son of God by a more Eminent, namely, 
an Eternal Generation ; have we not Reafon to be. 
fieve, that the Authors of the Creed intended the 
Expreflion in the moft exalted Sente ? And what has 
been here comparatively faid of Chrift, may the 
fame way be equally applied ro che Hcly Ghoft. 
And the Apoftle's Crecd, as well as chat of Athana/i- 
us, requires us to believe, that there is one Perion 
of the Father, another of the Son, and anccher of 
the Holy Ghoft. 

If you enquire the Reafon. why the Doctrine of 
the ‘Lrinity is move Expreflively deliver in the 
Atkanafian than in the Apoftie’s Creed, we aniwer, 
that the Elufive Sub:lety of the Arrian Hereticks 
made it Necefiary. 

Q Being oblig'd to the Teftimony of my Senfes for 
tne Knowledge of External Objcéts, and the Devil be-

ing confefs'd to have a Power of impofine on us Falfhood 
under the colour of Truth, by falfe Reprefentations of 
the Objeét. Pray how may I diftinguifh Truth, from 
Falfhood in fuch Appearances ? 

A. Tho’, fince the extent of the Devil’s Power is 
unknown to us, we cannot deny,but rhat he may be 
endued with a natural abilicy of Impofing upou our 
Senies ; we may yet fafely depend upon the Good- 
nels of that God, who is the Author of them. 

Q. Of what were made the Cloaths, that God gave 
Adam and Eve, after they had Sinn’d ? 

A. Of the Skins of Beafts, as we learn from Gen. 
3. 24. At what time itis nor irrationally thoughr, 
that Beafts were firft appointed to be offer'd up in 
Sacrifice ; the Skins of which God was pleas‘d to 
inftruct our firft Parents fo to Prepare, as that they 
might be a Covering, both ro hide their Nakednefs, 
and to defend them from the Inclemencies of the» 
Weather. 

Q. Gentlemen, I humbly ask your Pardon for taking 
the Liberty to fay ‘tis my Opinion, that your An[wer to 
the undermention’d Queftien in your Paper Numb, 8. 
1s not fo Satisfactory as the Querift might have Ex- 
petted 5 for juppofing him no Soldier, confequently be 
is not in Capacity of putting fuch an Experiment in 
Prattice, to decide the difference between him and bis 
Challenger, as did the two Soldiers in Cafar's Army, 
therefore pray your further Anfwer thereto, which will 
much oblige, Yeurs &c. 

A. By propofing {uch a Method to the Querift, we 
did as good as tell him,that there were no other way 
of faving his Reputation, with Men unacquainted 
with the true Principles of Honour. And therefore 
that if he Wou’d nor, or Cou’d nor fubmir to this, 
he muft acquaint his Antagonift, that his Chriftiani- 
ty will nor {uffer him to accept the Challenge; and 
then abide by the iffue, be it whar ir will. This we 
left to rhe Querift to be fupplied by Him, as having 
that Proverb in our View, A Word to the Wife. But 
we were toblame to forget, that all our Readers do 
not come under that Character.

It therefore half 
the Square of the Diftance from the Batis of tne Mo- 
nument, (Zc. be taken away from the Square of the 
ftanding Half.Pole, aud added to the Square of the 
other Half, it gives you the Hypotereute. If then, 
when the foremention'd Subttraction is made, you 
reduce the Kemainder into it’s Roor, that gives you 
the place, where the Pole muft be broke off.

Ienna, June ft. The Emperor has declar’d 

Prince Charlés of Wirtembergh,and Prince 

Charles of Baden, Generals of the Arnillery. 
Prince Eugene intends this Day to fet out, we are 
told He is to call at Dreiden in his way to the Khine 
and Mozelle, to endeavour to finifh the Treary with 
King Auguftus for a confiderable Number of his 
Forces, his Departure has been retarded on the Ac- 
count of the Differences between this Courcand the 
Elector Palatine, bur now thofe Differences which 
retarded the Conclufion of that Affair are fo far re- 
moved, that it will have no Influence on the Ope- 
rations of this Campaign. 

Francfort, June %. The Palatine Troops have 
pa(s'd the Rhine, and continue their March ro joyn 
the Saxons and Heffians near Crentznach. An Off- 
cer is arriv’d trom the Duke of Marlborough, to 
make all poffible Inftances in the Name of that 
Prince, that the Operations of the War may nor be 
further delay’d. he Elector of Hannever arriv'd 
Yelterday before Nuon to confer with the klector 
ot Mentz, and will continue here ’ill the Arrival 
of Prince Eugene, who is immediately expected 
from Vienna, to concert with his Electoial High- 
nels about che prefent Affairs of the Campaign. The 
Troops which the Elector Palatine had in the upper 
Palatinate of Bavaria, and the Ducchy of Nien- 
burgh, are actually upon their Marth, the faid 
Troops having quitted their Quarters about leven 
days fince: They are alfo followed by the Imperi- 
al Kegiment of Dragoons of Savoy, ‘The French 
Troops are fo ill paid, that they continually Ditere 
in great Numbers. The Count de Mercy continues 
to oblerve the Enemy, and has hourly [ntelligence 
of their Motions, by his many Parties he bas abroad. 

Paris, June 9. Our Advices fromthe Netherlands 
fay, that the Duke of Burgundy has not this Year 
been more fuccetsful than the Duke of Vendome was 
lait Summer, and thar the Allies arrived on the 
Banks of the Dyle before us, nocwithftanding our 
‘troups March'd with the urcmoft Diligence, by 
which the Detigas of our Generals are prevented. 
Our Advices from Phoulon confirm the Lots we had 
of 90 Barks, Laden with Provifions and Amunition, 
which are defign’d for Catalonia ; which we the 
rather conclude, bccaule we have no Advice from 
Caialonia, Languedoc, or any other part of Pro- 
vence, that any of them are got into our Parts The 
Duke of Orleans will hereby be very much retard- 
ed in his Projects, they being detign’d for the Ule 
of his Army. That Prince, afer the patling thro’ 
teveral Difficu'ties, arrived on the 2oth of the latt 
at Ginettar, within 4 Leagues ot Torsofa ; but that 
P.aceis very well provided; and if the Palatine and 
imperial Troops, which are to be tranipotted from 
fraiy to Catalonia, fhouid be ready to Imbark upon 
the Arrival of Adimiral Leake, the Alles wilihave 
tine to tom an Army tufficrear for the Relicf of chat 
Piace, We bave licde co expect from the Liverfion 
ot the Duke ef Noarlles, tince he is hor ftrong e 
nough ro Porm the Siege of Gironne, rhe.Poince of 
Darmitat being alio encamp'd on the othertide of 
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the River Ter, with joco Men of Regular Troops 
and abour the like Number of Miqueleéts. 

Hague. June 13, We have'thefe acceprable Advi- 
ces from Germany,, that notwitbitanding the Court 
of Vienna has ftarted new D.fficulties tor retarding 
the Coriclufion of the Affair of the Upper Palacinaie, 
yet thar Elector has fignify’d co the Elector of Han- 
nover, that his Forces have Orders to March, that 
the Common Caule may receive no Prejydice from 
thefe unexpected Delays.
